RESOLUTION 

New Delhi, the 1st September 1972 

No. ,156(11)/71'PY-I.—In Government of IndiEi, Ministry of Food, Agriculture, 
Community Development and Cooperation (Department of Food), Resf.ilution No. 
211 (l)/69-PY.II, dated 18th June, 1969, an Advisory Council vras set up which was 
intended to be a forum to reflect the various points of view on food ,snd agri¬ 
cultural problems facing the country, and through which the Government of India 
could secure the advice and cooperation of producers, eonsumers, cooperatives, 
foodgrains trade and economists in the implementation of their food poliey. In 
Government of India, Ministry of Food, Agriculture, Community Development 
and Cooperation (Department of Food), Resolution No. l.ietlSi/e/g-PY.l, dated 
29th October, 1969, it was specified that the Advisory Council would function for a 
period of two years starting from 18th June, 1S>69,

2. The Government of India consider that the Advisory Council can function 
more effectively if its role is defined in clear terms and if the discussions in the 
Advisory Council are confined to specific food and agricultural problems facing 
the country. Now that the period of functioning of the Advisory Council consti¬ 
tuted on 18th June, 1969, has exffired, the Government of India have decided to 
constitute a new Advisory Council with the following terms of reference;— 

(1) To advise Government in formulation of food policy—procurement, 

distribution, prices, etc. 

(2) To advise Government on measures to be adopted to secure maximum 

cooperation of trade and processing industry in fulfilling the national 
objectives of food policy. 

(3) To discuss specific problems of implementation of food policy such as— 

(a) respective roles of public and private agencies In maintaining price 

stability; 

(b) to review measures to remove market Imperfections such as inter¬ 

state disparities in prices that exist even after removal of zonal 
restrictions; 

(c) to suggest methods to improve efficiency of handling grain both to 

improve quality and reduce operational costs. 

(4) To advise Government in formulation and implementation of policy 

regarding sugar, vanaspati and edible oils. 

(B) To advise Government on specific programmes relating to plans for 
development of storage, marketing and processing industries and 
nutrition programmes. 

8 . The Advisory Council shall function for a period of two years.
